PART  7:— ANNUAL  STATISTICAL  and  FINANCIA  REPORTS,  is  printed 
in  such  a  way  as  to  record  the  annual  (ran  ions  of  the  church  and 
of  the  officers,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year. 

PART  8: — Bhnk  forms  are  printed  and  ruled  so  as  to  show  the  clerk  how  to 
write  all  forms  of  letters,  etc.,  tint  are  required  to  be  written  by 
church  clerks,  together  with  the  Church  Covenant  and  Articles  of 
Faith. 

PART  9:— Is  a  single  entry  ledger  placed  in  the  back  of  the  book  to  assist  the 
clerk  in  keeping  a  complete  ledger  of  all  accounts  necessary  to  be 
kept  by  the  church.

FRIDAY— MORNING   SESSION.

After  a  good  Praise  Service,  the  choir  sang,  "How  firm  a 
foundation,"  etc.  Rev.  Roberts  read  St.  Luke  1st  chapter.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev.  T.  Barnwell.  Dr.  P.  F.  Maloy  introduced 
Rev.  N.  A.  Rice  of  Chester,  S.  C,  who  gave  as  a  text  Luke  1:33:

Bridges  offered  prayer.  Rev.  A.  Norris  being  introduced  gave  as 
a  text  Mark  16:16.  Rev.  Barnwell  closed  with  prayer.  Collection 
taken  10.30.     Benediction  bv  Rev.  A.  Ellis.

Constitution. 


(Revised  Sept.  23,  1911.) 
We  the  Missionary  Baptist  of  Western  N.  C,  and  Northern 
S.  C,  being  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  a  combination  of  the 
churches  in  order  to  promote  the  cause  ol  Christ  and  to  maintain 
and  keep  the  rules  of  the  Association,  we  therefore  agree  to  the 
following  rules: 

ARTICLE  I. 
Sec.  1.     This  body  shall  be  called  the  Ebenezer  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Sec.  1.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
delegates  elected  by  the  churches,  and  their  pastors,  and  the  dele- 
gates must  have  their  membership  in  the  bounds  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.     No  church  shall  send  more  than  three  delegates. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordained  ministers  who  are  too  old,  except  the 
founders,  who  fail  to  attend  the  Association  their  names  shall  not 
be  put  on  the  roll.    Licentiate  preachers  subject  to  the  same  rule. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Sec  1.  The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  Moderator, 
Vice  Moderator,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  Executive   Board. 

Sec.  2.  All  Officers  must  have  their  membership  in  the 
bounds  of  this   Association. 

Sec.  S.  The  Executive  Board  shall  act,  when  necessity  calls, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Association  and  report  the  same  to  it. 

Sec.  4.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  sign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer.  The 
Vice  Moderator  may  assume  the  same  duties  in  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator. 

Sec.  5.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  the  proceedings,  prepare  Minutes  for  the  press  and 
send  same  to  various  churches. 

Sec.  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  do  all  the  corre- 
spondence with  other  organizations. 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  complete  security  for  all 
monies  entrusted  in  his  care. 


ARTICLE   IV. 

.See.  I.  Every  Baptist  Church  is  made  up  for  certain  purpos- 
es to  support  Missions,  Education,  Church  Extension  etc.,  there- 
fore this  Association  shall  have  gospel  right  over  them. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  church  that  belongs  to  the  Association  fails  to 
keep  the  rules  of  the  Association  it  shall  withdraw  fellowship 
from  such   church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Association  shall  have  no  right  to  infringe  upon 
the  sovereignty  of  the  church  right  as  a  body. 

Sec.  4.  This  Association  will  hold  no  church  as  a  member 
who  licenses  a  brother  to  preach  who  can  not  read,  spell  and  write 
reasonably  well,  and  has  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  Bible  and  Eng- 
lish language. 

Sec.  5.  Any  church  becoming  disorderly,  the  Executive  Board 
shall  investigate  and  if  possible  settle  the  matter  or  report  the 
church  to  the  Association.  No  complaint  shall  be  heard  from  a 
church  in  the  Association  except  through  a  committee. 

ARTICLE    V. 

Section  I.  Whereas,  God  in  His  divine  Word  condemns  di- 
vorce laws,  and  commands  that  husbands  shall  have  but  one  wife, 
and  wives  shall  have  but  one  husband,  Therefore,  Beit  Resolved, 
That  this  Association  recognize  no  church  which  holds  husbands 
with  more  than  one  wife,  and  wives  with  more  than  one  husband, 
in  its  fellowship. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sec.  1.  Every  church  shall  pay  annually  to  the  Association 
11.00.  Those  numbering  over  50  members  $1.50.  Those  over  100 
members  $2.00.  Those  numbering  over  150,  $2.50.  Those  hav- 
ing 200  members  $4.01),  and    so  on. 

See.  2,  Each  member  of  the  church  belonging  to  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  pay  10  cents  annually  and  each  minister  25  cents  for 
educational  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  All  money  collected  during  the  Association,  Sunday 
included,  shall  be  used  for  Associational  purposes,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Association;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  out 
until  the  close  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  One-tenth  of  all  money  collected,  except  for  education, 
during  the  Association,  shall  be  given   to  Superannuated   Minis- 


ters  who  are  not  in   charge  of  a  church;  and  at  death  to  their 
widows. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

Sec.  1.  This  Association  shall  meet  Thursday  before  the  4th 
Sunday  in  September  and  adjourn  the  following  Sunday  of  eaoh 
year. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 
Sec.  1.     This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
two-third  vote  of  the  members  present   at  any    regular    meet 
Ing.
